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THIS WEEK’S NEWS 


A BILL to enable the L.C.C. and the British Trans- 
port Commission to carry out works designed to 
facilitate traffic movement during the holding of 
the Festival of Britain, 1951, on the South Bank 
site between County Hall and Waterloo Bridge, 
has been issued. 


THE ASSEsSorR, Mr. C. H. James, R.A., F.R.LB.A., 
in the competition sponsored by the Lambeth 
Borough Council for designs for the Leigham Court- 
road Housing Scheme, has awarded first place to 
Mr. W. F. Howard, F.R.LB.A. The winning 
design, and that submitted by M. H. Forrest and 
J. B. Forrest, AA.R.I.B.A., who were placed 
second, are illustrated. 


PLANS have been approved for the erection by the 
L.C.C. of two. new homes at Woodberry Down 
and Plumstead. These homes will form part of a 
comprehensive plan prepared by the Welfare 
Committee of the Council under the National 
Assistance Act for the care of old people, the infirm 
and others needing care and attention. 


Tue Council of the R:1.B.A. has decided to accept 
the invitation of the Royal Society of Ulster 
Architects to hold the British Architects’ Confer- 
ence, 1951, in Belfast. 


THE R.I.B.A. CounciL has approved an agreement, 
negotiated with the War Office, regarding the basis 
of remuneration for architects employed on W.D. 
work for both the Regular Army and for the 
Territorial Army Associations. 


An “Industrial Building” conference is to be 
held at the R.I.B.A., 66, Portland-place, W.1, on 
March 3 and 4. 


THe MARS Group and Architectural Students’

1951 AND AFTER 


[t is obvious that the selection of the site for the Exhi- 

bition which is to mark the centenary of that of 
1851 has been made with a double objective: first, 
the acquisition of a suitable central position for the 
Festival buildings, to which easy access can be provided, 
and second, the improvement and organisation of an 
area taking an important part in the developments as 
Panipat in the plan laid down for the London of the 
uture. 

Thus, the proposals as a whole can be classified under 
three heads, those specifically related to the Festival 
building and which are not intended to survive it, those 
intimately connected with it but which will have a sub- 
sequent value in connection with the site and, lastly, 


those having as their.main purpose the part they would 
occupy in the general London plan. A reference. to 
the plan and notes, given in this issue, will afford an 
impression of what is intended by the works ancillary 
to the main groups of building. I[t is assumed that the 
railway stations serving these will be those at Waterloo 
and at Charing Cross (Underground), and direct access 
will be provided from these by means of a subway and 
bridge across York-road, and by a footbridge across 
the Thames, from the Victoria Embankment on the 
S.W. side of the railway bridge; it is not so stated but it 
would be most desirable that thesé bridges should be 
covered in as a protection against inclement weather. A 
number of improvements within the railway stations 
are devised to give free access to these approaches, and, 
in order to avoid dividing the main site, the route to 
the existing Hungerford footbridge from Waterloo- 
road would be raised to the level of the railway lines. 

The main access. by road to the Festival buildings. 
would be from the south and east, by way of York- 
road, to be widened to 70 feet, while river traffic would 
be provided for by means of landing stages along the 
new embankment. As it is recognised that the site 
available is far from being an ideal one in point of 
the size, provision will be needed for car parking else- 
where; the suggested allocation of an area on Clapham 
Common would, however, only have a limited utility 
for this purpose by reason of the greatly increased road 
mileage this would involve. 

Of works of the second type before referred to, the 
new riverside embankment takes first place. Without 
this the whole undertaking would have been impractic- 
able, but at the same time it was part of the previous 
London programme; it is architecturally unfortunate 
that the design of the new Waterloo Bridge becomes 
independent of this, as it is of the Victoria Embankment 
on the other side, as the line running through the end 
spans gives a regrettably loose and haphazard effect, 
but after the failure at the N.W. end this, at the other, 
is less important. It seems a pity that the contem- 
plated removal of the railway could not, for economic 
reasons, have been included in this scheme, but it 
may be noted that the alterations in the Waterloo-road | 
conform to the intention in regard to this. The widen- 
ing of York-road also comes under this heading, being 
obviously desirable as forming part of the most direct 
route between Westminster and the City. If a road 
bridge eventually took the place of Charing Cross rail- 
way, the intended footbridge over York-road might be 
extended to link up with this. 

The rather over-ingenious double roundabout at the 
east approach to Westminster Bridge may be~-placed in 
the third category. This feature of the scheme is per- 
haps the one most open to criticism, as there are possible 
alternatives which would give architectural dignity 
here, quite out of the question with the plan shown; 
moreover, the needs of the pedestrian traffic, very great 
at this point, do not seem to have received adequate 
consideration. ng: 

Other proposals include better traffic facilities at 
Parliament-square and at the Strand end of Waterloo. 
Bridge, but in the latter case a solution of the very 
difficult problem does not seem to have been reached 
so far. 

We welcome the extent to which this undertaking 
is being planned, not only with a view to having a good 
public service for its own purposes, but also to pro- 
vide a step in advance towards the development of an 
area that has hitherto been a blot on London’s river- 
side scenery, and am encouragement to continue the 
embanking of the southern shore of the Thames east- 
wards to the City.

NOTES AND NEWS 


The Carlton and His Majesty’s. 


OTELS and theatres must surely be 

among the most short-lived of build- 
ings. The latest to be condemned to 
disappearance as soon as_ rebuilding 
becomes possible are the Carlton Hotel 
and His Majesty’s Theatre, lately acquired 
by the New Zeaiand Government. This 
notable block of buildings was erected 
in 1897, three firms of architects having 
been concerned with it—Henry 
Florence for the elevations, Mewés and 
Davis for the interior planning and design 
of the hotel, and Phipps and . Jackson 


for.the planning and design of the theatre. - 


It was here that Tree, proprietor and 
manager, staged those elaborate Shakes- 
pearean and other productions which 
drew the town at the turn of the century 
(Gilbert’s comment on Tree’s “ Hamlet” 
—“‘Funny without being vulgar ”—may 
be recalled.) 


The site has theatrical associations going 
back to the early eighteenth century, for 
it was here that a theatre designed by 
Vanbrugh was opened in 1705. Acous- 
tically this proved so defective that it was 
turned, oddly enough, into an opera 
house.. Destroyed by fire in 1789, it was 
rebuilt in 1791 and survived unti] 1867, 
when it was again burnt down. Rebuilt 
again, it lasted until superseded in 1897 


by the present building. A reminder of 
the site’s historic past is to be found in 


Royal Opera Arcade, which runs behind 
the block, between Charles-street and Pall 
Mall. This is a fragment of the arcades 
which, designed by Nash and Repton in 
1816-18, formerly surrounded the Opera 
House. We trust that this almost unique 
example of Regency architecture may 
not have to £0. The Mewés and Davis 
work at the Carlton will presumably dis- 
appear in due course, which will be widely 
regretted, for as their earliest work in Lon- 
don it has a special interest. It was the 
success of the Carlton that led to the

to the designs of the same architects. 


Lambeth Housing Competition. 

. THE Exhibition of designs submitted 
in the competition for flats at Leigham 
Court-road, for Lambeth Borough 
Council, is of a high standard, and 
the number of designs “ commended ” 
by the assessor, Mr. . H. James, 
R.A., V.-P.R.I.B.A., must be a record 
for a competition. The winning 
design, by Mr. W. F. Howard, F.R.I.B.A., 
is a most satisfactory scheme, with 
pleasant elevations, clever planning and 
ingenious usé of plumbing ducts—the 
whole disposed in a formal layout. Worthy 
winner though this is, it must have been 
hunted home closely by the scheme which 
gains second place for J. B. Forrest, 
A.R.I.B.A., and his wife, Mrs. M. H. 
Forrest, A.R.I.B.A. This scheme has 
great imaginative qualities, and more 
should be heard of this partnership. The 
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designs, placed first and second are illus- 
trated in this issue. 

The winner, by the way, has a consider- 
able record in architectural competitions. 
In 1944, his design for the women’s 
hospital, Manor House Hospital, N.W.11, 
gained first. place, while in 1939 he won 
second premium in the St. George’s 
Hospital rebuilding competition. Both 
these successes were in partnership with 
David Carr, A.R.I.B.A., as was the first 
place in the Kirkcaldy Municipal Offices 
competition (1937). Two second and 
one fourth places, and three commenda- 
tions, were also gained by this pair in 
the years 1934-39—a remarkable record. 

Mr. Howard studied at the Royal 
Academy Schools, where he won the 
Silver Medal, the Landseer Medal and 
the Edwin Stott travelling studentship, 
— also competed in the Rome Scholar- 
ship.

Architects’ Hobbies. : 

Wuat do architects do in their moments 
of relaxation from making sense of the 
Town and Country Planning Act and 
corresponding interminably with licens- 
ing officers? Most architects sketch and 
a few sculpt, and some, like H. B. Cres- 
well and Hope Bagenal, make music. 
Some again, like H. V. Lanchester and 
Arthur Kenyon, make toys. Quite a 
number, as Herbert Welch and the late 
William G. Newton in their younger 
days, find relaxation in managing boys’ 
clubs. Many are yachtsmen, and one, the 
late Tom Dinwiddy, achieved fame as 
a builder of boats, and his loft work- 
shop at Stoke Gabriel, on the Dart, was 
a miracle of knowledgeable efficiency. He, 
at least, put his skill to the test by sail- 
ing single-handed to Norway. in a craft 
built entirely by. himself from keel to 
pennant. 4 

One may doubt, however, if any archi- 
tect has brought his hobby to a greater 
degree of precision and perfection than 
C. Lovett Gill. For many years Gill has 
been a maker of violins, and a small 
exhibition of his art was on view this 
week in Arthur Kenyon’s Bloomsbury 
office. Mr. Gill has made many violins 
in the last 25 years, and some finished 
examples and a fascinating display of the 
ingenious tools of the violin maker’s craft 
which have hardly altered since Stradi- 
varius’s day were on show. Gill has 
recently turned his attention to the Cin- 
derella of ‘the strings, the viola, and he 
showed parts of an instrument now under 
construction. Among the guests was 
Lionel Tertis, doyen of modern viola 
players, who has done so much to give 
this beautiful instrument its proper place 
in music. 


Towards a Gayer Capital. 

Tue decision to introduce holly-hedges 
instead of replacing. the iron railings 
along the Piccadilly side of Green Park 
is commendable. Despite the obvious 
parallel to broken glass on top of walls. 
the idea in itself was doubtless conceived 
in a purely decorative spirit, The visua! 
appearance of our towns is important and 
perhaps a case could be made out for the 
formation of a society for beautifying 
London. The object would be to intro- 
duce, and maintain, a greater degree of 
gaiety in the metropolis, not only in 
Piccadilly, but also in the far-flung 
hinterland of Edgware and Penge—a 
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gaiety in the visual sense, without being 
embarrassingly elfin or blatant. An im- 
possible task? It would certainly meet 
much opposition, but what g cause 
does not? :

THE Minister of Town and Country 
Planning, who has received representations 
from the Berkshire branch of the National 
Farmers’ Union, has decided to hold the 
public local inquiry into the proposed 
new town at Bracknell early in. February. 
The period allowed for objections to the 
proposal ended on January’7. A decision 
on the proposal is considered to be urgent 
because. of the need for houses for home- 
less people in West London.

[NX 1940 Messrs, Armour and Company lost their 
offices in St. Martin’s-le-Grand, as a result of 
enemy action. The company had owned for many 

years an old building at the corner of Long-lane and 

Lindsey-street, and Mr. Kenneth Lindy, F.R.1.B.A., 

F.I.A.A., who had for many years acted for the 

company in this country, was instructed to ascertain 

if the building was capable of conversion to a 

: new head office. The problem was threefold. The 
. floor space was insufficient, the wall thicknesses 

The original building. were not adequate to permit raising and the 


en 
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architectural character was quite im- 
possible, judging by present-day 
standards. 

A scheme was worked out and, after 
much negotiation, a building licence 
was granted. 

The existing walls were splinted 
internally with rolled steel channels 
in order to stiffen them sufficiently to 
permit the construction of an addi- 
tional floor. This made the available 
floor space just adequate. 

The front of the ground-floor whole- 
sale depot and the upper-floor windows 
had received damage. by blast on 
several occasions and required replace- 
ment. Much of the stone dressings had 
perished, which, with repairs to brick- 
work and the need to protect the steel 
plates heading the bolts clamping the 
wall splints, justified an external wall 
treatment. Faience or similar sur- 
faces would have exceeded the limits 
of the building licence so a cement 
rendering was selected. A rough tex- 
ture being undesirable in the London 
atmosphere a_ glazed surface was 
achieved by the application of a 
special paint. 

The main wall areas are in a mixture 
of peach and biscuit while the ground- 
floor piers and sub-fascia and the faces 
between top-storey windows are 
“‘ butcher ” blue. The metal sashes are 
pale Cambridge blue and the main 
fascia is yellow. The glazed surfaces 
permit easy washing down. 

As may be imagined, the cutting 
about of the old building brought to 
light a variety of constructional prob- 
lems and the collaboration of Mr. S. C. 
Dorey; A.M.I.Struct.E., the consulting 
engineer, was invaluable in solving 
these. 

Internally the alterations mainly con- 
sisted of the provision of adequate 
lavatories, a lift and remodelling of the 
staircase and entrance. The staircase 
is in hardwood to match the original 
flights, while the entrance hall and 
landings are floored with terrazzo, 
which is also used for floors, wall 
dados and partitions in the lavatories. 
A number of private offices were 
formed but generally the open 
“* American ” office plan was utilised. 

Doors and frames are in waxed 
natural oak while lesser joinery is in 
painted softwood. Ivory-painted walls 
and pale battleship grey woodwork 
combine with the oak to provide a 
pleasing interior. All rooms- receive 
sunshine and a warm colour scheme 
was not indicated. 

The building’ is heated by an 
accelerated low-pressure hot water 
system and hot water to lavatories is 
heated electrically. Illumination is by 
means of fluorescent lamps. 

Little in the way of elaborate in- 
ternal finishings was possible owing to 
restrictions but a note of interest has 
been achieved in the solid balustrade 
of the main staircase which is veneered 
in straight grained ash with Macassar 
ebony margins. 

At a cost of £30,000 the resulting 
building is an interesting example of 
what can be done with a seemingly 
obsolete and ugly building.

The Bill will also enable the London 
County Council to provide parking spaces 
aa rivate cars and motor coaches off the 

blic highway during the Exhibition. 

’ Chaae 1 authorises : — 

(1) Temporary footbridges giving 
access to the Exhibition site from Vic- 
toria Embankment and from Waterloo 
Station and an extension of Hunger- 
ford footbridge across York-road; 

(2) Landing-stages to enable river 
passenger boats to serve the Exhibition. 

(3) Escalators from Waterloo Under- 


one half mile of tramway track to con- 
form: with the roundabout traffic work- 
ing. 

‘Other minor road improvements to be 
pomee out under existing powers in- 
clude :— 

(a) A widening of York-road; 

(b) Minor widening works on. the 
northern approach to Waterloo Bridge;. 

(c) An_ enlargement of the round- 
about in Parliament-square; 

(d). Alteration to the layout of the 
Bridge-street-Westminster Bridge junc- 
tion. 

Clause 2 empowers the British Trans- 
port Commission and the London County 
Council, respectively, to acquire the 
necessary land for carrying out the works 
described in Clause 1 and the First 
Schedule.

The Assessor’s Report 


Following is the text of the Assessor’s 
Report:— 

It is usual on these occasions for the 
Assessor to compliment the Promoters on 
the success of the competition. On this 
occasion it is possible to do so with 
more than the usual emphasis. Seventy- 
seven designs were submitted and of 
these a large number reached an excep- 
tionally high standard. In consequence, 
I feel it necessary, in addition to placing 
the first three competitors, to commend 
the work of no fewer than thirteen others. 

No. 49 has been placed first, No. 7 
second and No. 76 third. 

The design placed first [by W. F. 
Howard] is of outstanding all-round 
merit. The elevations are first-class and 
the planning of the individual dwellings 
almost faultless. The rooms are of good 
Shape and properly orientated, and I 
would call particular attention to the in- 
genious planning of the sanitary arrange- 
ments and plumbing ducts. The cost of 
this scheme is estimated at £303,159 15s., 
a figure which is certainly within 10 per 
cent. of the probable ultimate cost. 

The scheme consists entirely of maison- 
ette or flat dwellings. It was hoped that 
a certain number of the 4-roomed dwell- 
ings would take the form of cottages of 
two or three storeys, and it is, of course, 


not too late to arrange for this to be 
done, should your Council so desire. One 
minor criticism of the scheme is that the 
south ends facing Streatham Common of 
the 3-storey blocks of flats should be re- 
considered, as their design is not entirely 
satisfactory from the elevation point of 
view. The site plan is admirable, almost 
every tenant will have a view of the

Common, all the flats have east and west 
aspects, and the maisonettes are planned 
so that the living-room and two princi- 
pal bedrooms have a south exposure. 
The report is a model of conciseness. 

The second premiated design [by 
M. H. Forrest and J. B. Forrest] has 
great distinction and is beautifully pre- 
sented, but a close examination of the 
plans reveals that the authors are insuffi- 
ciently acquainted both with the Housing 
Manual and the L.C.C. Building Regula- 
tions. For example, the 1-bedroom flats 
are far too small, both as regard living- 
room and bedroom, and the larger bed- 
room in the 2-bedroom flats is well below 
the recognised minimum in most cases. 
The cottage dwellings, on the other 
hand, are considerably larger than neces- 
sary. Apart from certain constructional 
matters, there are a number of minor 
features which would not meet with the 
L.C.C.’s approval. In this connection, 
attention is particularly called to the 
positions of the refuse ducts, the open- 
ings to which are in the kitchens them- 
selves immediately adjoining the larder. 
The elevations of the buildings have ex- 
ceptional merit, the cottage dweilings 
eing especially attractive. The site plan 
is excellent. 

The third premiated design [by Gollins, 
Melvin and Partners] reaches a high 
standard of all-round efficiency. The 
elevations are extremely good and only 
minor criticism can be made of the plans. 
The 3-storey houses have a_ needlessly 
wide frontage and a fourth bedroom, 
which competitors were asked not to 
supply. The staircases, too, in these cot- 
tages have winders in each flight, but 
these are small objections to a very good 
scheme. 

In regard to the commended designs, 
Nos. 1, 4, 14, 21, 23, 43, 44, 47, 55, 63, 
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67, 69 and 72, it is only necessary to say 
that these have been mentioned on 
account of their high general standard, 
and in the cases of Nos. 14 and 43, for 
beautiful drawing and presentation. No. 
1, however, should be specially men- 
tioned, as it is a very sensitive design 
and the detailed planning is excellent. 
In this scheme all the 4-roomed dwell- 
ings take the form of 2- and 3-storey 
cottages, with elevations of singular 
charm. The planning and design of the 
8-storey block leave a good deal to the 
imagination and there is no plan of ua 
boiler house. This competitor, however, 
placed himself out of the running on 
account of his estimate, which bore little 
relation to post-war building costs, par- 
ticularly in regard to the price of 7- and 
8-storey structures. The site plan is 
exceptionally simple and good. 


The Winner’s Report 


Following are extracts from the win- 
ner’s report: — 

THE Layout PLan.—In view of its 
close proximity to Streatham Common it 
was considered that the layout of the 
site should be planned on broad lines 
with an open feeling relating it to the 
wide space of the Common. In arrang- 
ing the buildings on the site this prin- 
ciple has been borne in mind, and 
although they are in a regular pattern 
there is a sense of informality. 

The site has been developed to the 
limit of its permissible density. Care 
has been taken to plan the living accom- 
modation of the dwellings with a good 
aspect, away from the service roads. The 
heights of the blocks are varied, the 
majority being of three or four storeys, 
as favoured by the Promoters. Two 
multi-storey buildings have been intro- 
duced as a focal point in the grouping. 

The position of the roads on to the 
site is such that through traffic is dis- 
couraged. 

PLANNING OF DWELLINGS.—It was con- 
sidered that an ideal solution would have 
been a mixed development of flats, mai- 
sonettes, and three-storey terrace houses, 
but, as mentioned before, the site is such 
that a broad scheme was considered de- 
sirable to give the greatest amenity to 
the individual dwelling; moreover, a sub- 
stantial area of the site is sterilised 
against building, leaving adequate space 
for the necessary number of dwellings, 
but not for a development of small units 
of limited height, with a balanced provi- 
sion of open space. As a consequence, 
the proposals shown contain the whole 
of the accommodation in blocks of 
fiats and maisonettes. 

The type of development is for the Pro- 
moters to decide in view of their know- 
ledge of the Borough’s housing require- 
ments, but the site, and its location, are 
particularly suitable for the development 
housing mixed social groups, and it is 
with this viewpoint in mind that the 
accommodation has been planned. 

The dwellings have been planned to 
maximum rather than minimum stan- 
dards. The bedrooms are adequately 
segregated from entrances and _living- 
rooms, the latter being next to the kit- 
chens with direct access thereto. 

For the 3- and 4-storey buildings 
staircase access has been provided, and 
for the multi-storey maisonette blocks 
balcony access is suitable. The build- 
ings are provided with ducts accessible 
from the Common approaches, and in 
addition to the services these would ac- 
commodate the central heating and hot 
water supply, should a scheme of district 
heating be adopted for this site.

The dwellings are shown with gas or 
electrical heating, but if thought desir- 
able a coal fire could be introduced into 
the living rooms of the flats. 

The position for the boiler house is 
in the most central place, and most of 
the pipe runs would be through the 
buildings, the construction of under- 
ground ducts being reduced to a mini- 
mum. A compact development of the 
type proposed would be most suitable for 
an economical scheme of heating, and its 
adoption should receive favourable con- 
sideration. 

A detail plan of the laundry is not 
shown on the drawings, but a site has 
been reserved in a central position. 

ELEVATIONS.—The buildings have been 
kept free of stylised features and are left 
as simple structures in a warm brown 
facing brick. The general effect is domes- 
tic in character and in scale. Most of 
the blocks being of limited height, it was 
thought desirable to adopt a _ pitched 
roof, and light gauged copper roofing of 
low pitch is suggested as a_ suitable 
material. 

CONSTRUCTION AND FINISH.—The con- 
struction would be fireproof throughout. 
For the multi-storey blocks a reinforced 
concrete frame would be used, with hol- 
low tile or reinforced concrete structural 
floors. For the three- and four-storey 
blocks the external walls would be weight- 
bearing with a central spine construction 
in reinforced concrete; the structural 
floors for these blocks would be hollow 
tile or reinforced concrete. 

The roof would be prefabricated, fin- 
ished in light gauged insulated copper 
sheeting, the whole to be carried out by 
a specialist organisation. Staircases and 
balconies would be in reinforced con- 


crete, 
tiles. A portion of the party walls and 
the floors would be insulated against 
noise transmission. The windows would 
be of standard type, in metal, painted. 
The external approaches to the dwellings 
would have a finish of granolithic. 
Internally the finish would be that com- 
monly adopted for housing schemes of 
this type, as this is a standard practice 
governed by limitations of cost and little

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HOMES FOR THE AGED 
New L.C.C. Plans 


AT the meeting of the London County 
4™ Council held on January 25, the 
Welfare Committee submitted for the 
Council’s approval a detailed plan of 
what is to be done under the National 
Assistance Act for old people, the infirm, 
and others needing care and attention. 
The plan, which was submitted under 
the title of “ Welfare Committee Report 
No. 1,” forms part of a scheme for the 
exercise by the Council of functions 
under Section 21 of the Act, and 
relates only to the provision of residen- 
tizi accommodation and is subject to the 
approval of the Minister of Health. 


Particulars of the existing service are 
given in the report, followed by develop- 
ments pees during the period to 
March 31, 1950. Three properties have 
been acquired at South Croydon, Virginia 
Water and Bickley. 

Plans have been approved for the erec- 
tion of two new homes at Plumstead and 
Woodberry Down which will provide 
accommodation on two floors. The 
Council will endeavour, also, to provide 
up to 12 further small establishments by 
March 31, 1950. ‘ 


With regard to the improvement of 
existing establishments the report states 
that the Council will, where necessary, 
and so far as building restrictions and 
other circumstances permit, improve 
establishments providing residential or 
temporary accommodation under its 
control. These improvements will 
include the provision of additional 
services and amenities, and such matters 
as the division of large rooms so as to 
provide smaller sitting rooms and bed- 
rooms including single rooms and rooms 
for married couples, modification of 
ablution facilities, the redecoration of 
rooms and corridors in brighter colour 
schemes, the provision of hand-rails at 
the bath-side and at both sides of stair- 
cases and corridors, and the laying of 
non-skid floor surfaces or coverings. 


Establishments to be Modernised. 

It is proposed ‘dat the following large 
establishments shall be retained and 
modernised : Ladywell Institution, 
Anerley House, Southern Grove House, 
St. Marylebone — Institution, Islington 
Institution, Swaffield Road Institution and 
Norwood House (if and when pro- 
perty is permanently transferred to the 
Council—it is technically reserved for 
hospital ses under the National 
Health Service Act, 1946). 

The present accommodation of these 
establishments (excluding - Norwood 
House) is about 4,700 beds, but when 
they are modernised as indicated above. 
their accommodation is likely to be 
enced to a figure in the region of 3,300 

The remaining large establishments 
are:——Newington Institution, Alexandra 

Ouse and Chelsea Institution. 


Alexandra House, except two small 


blocks, is likely to be closed in the near 
uture, as it is required for housing pur- 
Poses and it is proposed that the bulk of 
ewington Institution and Chelsea Insti- 
tion shall be demolished when sufficient 
w small homes can be provided, and 
art of the sites reserved for new small 
nes. It is therefore intended that no 
ajor improvement schemes shall be 
tried out for these establishments. - 
In conclusion the report states that the 
ouncil will use its best endeavours to 
bmpiete any necessary improvements of 
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existing accommodation and services b 
March 31, 1954, and, with the object of 
meeting the total estimated needs to erect 
by that date small homes for old people 
on sites at Eastway, Hackney, E.9; 
Stanley-road, Sutton, Surrey; Putney 
Park-lane Housing Estate, Roehampton, 
S.W.15; Swaffield-road, Wandsworth, 
S.W.18, and Christchurch-road, Tulse 
Hill, S.W.2.

Town and Country Planning Act, 1947. 
To THE Eprror oF The Builder. 

Sir,—Whilst attention has been 
focused on certain aspects of the Town 
and Country Planning Act, 1947, others 
of considerable importance have been 
largely, if not almost entirely, overlooked. 
A remarkable instance of such oversight 
is to be found in the lack of attention 
being paid to the prospective depreciation 
of the site value of fully developed land. 
When building becomes necessary, loss of 
site value may be anticipated, in conse- 
quence of the powers contained in the Act, 
whereby existing building bye-laws may 
be suspended and whereby a policy, entail- 
ing drastic restriction of the present pro- 
fitable usage of fully developed building 
sites, will enforced. It will be found 
that the power to suspend bye-laws is con- 
tained in Clause 13, subsection (4) of the 
1947 Act. This policy, whilst being ad- 
mirable from the point of view of ameni- 
ties, will necessarily result in loss of site 
value. In respect of such eventual loss 
as the Act entails in consequence of this 
policy, it appears that claims for payment 
out of the £300,000,000 reserved as com- 
pensation to those who will suffer hard- 
ship would be possible. 

The building policy of the Ministry of 
Town and Country Planning in connec- 
tion with urban land is defined in “‘ The 
Development of Central Areas,” pub- 
lished in 1948, by the Ministry. From this 
publication it is clear that the Ministry 
will not only restrict the coverage of sites, 
at present fully developed, when rebuild- 
ing becomes necessary, but will also limit 
the meas ord index and insist upon lower 
buildings being erected, so as to ensure 


the enjoyment of better natural illumina- 

tion in adjoining structures. In this way, 

there will be loss of lettable floor space, 

loss of rent and, an loss of site 
‘0 


value, which is controlled by gross rental 
value. As rents will probably fall when 
building is generally resumed and the pre- 
sent shortage ceases, there is no prospect 
of any amelioration owing to increase of 
rental value. The effect of the Daylight- 
ing Control (paras. 162-166 in “‘ The 
Redevelopment of Central Areas”) is not 
generally understood. On certain sites it 
will mean that the gross rentals and con- 
sequently the site values will be depre- 
ciated about 50 per cent. It is important 
to remember that all claims must be 
delivered not later than June 30 next.

Voysey and Blomfield. 
To THE Eprror oF The Builder. 
Sm,—Your amusing ‘anecdotal foot- 
note to the above article reminds me of 
the many similar stories which grew 
around Blomfield’s colourful ~-and 
vigorous perscnality; if some of these 
have been embroidered, they are never- 
theless typical of the man and doubtless 
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had some solid foundation in fact. The 
one I like best concerns a client—a lady 
of American birth whose money made 
possible the embellishment of the an- 
cestral home of her husband, a peer. 
Blomfield was also commissioned to 
design a formal garden and when, 
prompted by her gardener, the lady ob- 
jected that the proposals had certain 
practical disadvantages, she met with 
such a discouraging response that she 
retorted that as she was paying for it 
she did not see why she should not have 
what she wanted. This led to such a 
heated argument—the lady almost match- 
ing Sir Reginald’s mastery of forcible 
language—that it was too much for a 
floorlayer, who was scraping the parquet 
in the room where it occurred, and he 
felt forced to retire! It is said that Blom- 
field threw up the commission, and this 
also happened in a case where a client 
proposed to employ a French firm to 
decorate certain rooms of his house built 
to Blomfield’s design. 

There is another anecdote about Blom- 
field, who, very wrongly, of course, used 
some strong language to a bricklayer who 
was doing something he “ didn’t oughter.” 
The bricklayer swore back at him, and 
he disposed of what might have developed 
into an awkward situation be ir 
“ All right, all right, I can’t t that.” 

There are many more such tales, most 
of them given point by his gift of colour- 
ful expression, but however strong his 
language, it was entirely free from malice 
and left no sting behind. He had all the 
qualities that would have made him a 
great admiral, and not least was his 
absolute loyalty to his staff. It was my 

rivilege to assist him for a short while 
in what was, I believe, his hey-day, and 
afterwards, when I called to see him dur- 
ing a leave from the B.E.F. in 1918 he 
promised me an engagement when his 
practice got going again after the war. I 
ought not to have been surprised, as in 
fact I was, when—six months after my 
demobilisation—his letter offering me 
such an a caught up with me 
after circulating around the Army of 
Occupation in consequence of its having 
been addressed to me in the R.E.s instead 
of the P.B.I. 

Another of his characteristics worthy 
of mention was that although he was a 
superb line draughtsman, his working 
drawings were entirely free from manner- 
isms and were in such spidery line that 
they looked almost amateurish; it was 
found, however, that the 4 inch could 
be accurately scaled to the inch and the 
construction was always sound, He 
never overcame his dislike of reinforced 
concrete and gave as his reason that it 
was “ too lanky.”

Christmas Holiday Lectures——The 
secretary reported that the recent series 
of Christmas holiday lectures for boys 
and girls, given by Mr. Peter Shepheard 
(A), had proved a marked success. 

R.1.B.A. Building: Mortgage Repay- 
ment.—The honorary treasurer reported 
that the outstanding balance of the mort- 
gage on the R.I.B.A. building had been 
paid off on December 29, 1948, the 
earliest date on which such repayment 
could be made under the ‘original agree- 
ment. After epee, a small surplus 
remained from the original Building Fund 
which, in accordance with the Council’s 
decision, would be transferred to the new 
Completion of Premises Fund. The 
honorary treasurer referred gratefully 
to the generosity of the allied societies 
and of many members who had supported 
the appeal fund and paid tribute to Mr. 
L. Sylvester Sullivan (F) for his wisdom 
and far-sightedness in placing the financial 
arrangements on such an excellent basis 
during his tenure of the office of honorary 
treasurer from 1938 to 1945. 

On behalf of the Council the president 
presented to Mr. Sullivan a watercolour 
of a Sussex landscape by Charles Knight 
as a token of their gratitude for his de- 
voted work. 

Methods of Measuring Cubic Content 
of Buildings.—The president informed the 
Council that following a discussion with 
Sir Malcolm Trustram Eve, chairman. of 
the Central Land Board, on the possi- 
bility of agreeing on one uniform system 
for estimating the cubic content of build- 
ings with a view to introducing a uniform 
practice in connection with the provisions 
of the Town and Country Planning Act, 
1947, arrangements had been made for a 
series of informal discussions to be held 
jointly between representatives of the 
Central Land Board, the Royal Institution 
of Chartered Surveyors and the R.I.B.A. 
The R.I.B.A. representatives-in these dis- 
cussions would be the president, Mr. C. H. 
Aslin (vice-president), and Mr. T. Cecil 
Howitt (F). It was agreed that the presi- 
dent’s action be approved. 

British Architects’ Conference, 1951.— 
The Council considered a letter from Mr. 
Hugh Casson (A), of Festival of 
Britain Council, in which suggestions 
were made as to the organisation by 
institutions of activities in their own 
spheres during ‘1951 as adjuncts to the 
Festival of Britain. 

The Council considered the advisability 
of holding the British Architects’ Con- 
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ference ir. London, but in view of ‘reports 
on the probable scarcity of accommoda- 
tion in London by reason of foreign 
visitors to the Festival, it was agreed to 
consider what special functions might 
appropriately be organised by the Institute 
in support of the Festival and to accept 
the invitation of the Royal Society of 
Ulster Architects to hold the British 
Architects’ Conference, 1951, in Belfast, to 
coincide with the Jubilee’ Celebrations of 
the Society. 

Industrial Design Competitions.——On 
the recommendation of the Competitions 
Committee the Council approved a Model 
Form of Conditions and Directions for 
Assessors in connection with Industrial 
Design Competitions, i.e., for buildings, 
parts of buildings, portable buildings and 
street furniture, where repetition of units 
is involved. 

Notices advertising competitions —The 
Council. approved an amendment to the 
Directions for Assessors to include a 
paragraph stressing the importance of 
giving the latest date by which applica- 
tions for conditions are to be received in 
all notices advertising competitions, and 
recommending that this date should be 
from six to eigut weeks after the publica- 
tion of notices. 

Committee to consider present and 
future of private architectural practice.— 
The Council considered a report in 
which the desirability of collecting as 
much information as possible on the 
position of architects was stressed and it 
was agreed to approve a proposal that 
a questionnaire be sent to each indivi- 
dual member of the Institute. The 
Council noted that replies to the 
Faas would be treated in con- 

dence and the hope was expressed that 
members generally would make a point 
of completing and returning the form 
without undue delay.

WORK 


Remuneration for Architects 


At the meeting of the R.I.B.A. Coun- 
cil, held on January 11, the follow- 
ing agreement, negotiated with the War 
Office, regarding the basis of remuneration 
for architects employed on War Depart- 
ment work for both the Regular Army 
and for the Territorial Army Associations, 
was approved, It was noted that in re- 
= to Clause 5 fees for layout schemes 
or married quarters have yet to be 
agreed. Negotiations on this question are 
at an advanced stage :— 

(1) Fees payable for work carried out 
for the War Department shall be based 
upon the R.I.B.A. Scale of Professional 
Charges revised 1948. . 

(2) In_those cases, however, in which 
the War Department supplies for the guid- 
ance of the architect, in addition to the 
usual instructions, standard drawings and 
specifications of a kind which relieves the 
architect of work he would normally carry 
out in his own office, fees shall be based 
upon the R.I.B.A. Scale of Professional 
Charges amended as follows:— 

(a) That 5 per cent. be substituted for 

6 per cent. in Clause 2 (a) (i) of the 

Scale. 

(b) That the graduated scale for works 
not exceeding £4,000 in value be from 

9 per cent. to 5 per cent. instead of 

from 10 per cent. to 6 per cent. as in 

Clause 2 (a) (ii) of the Scale. 

(c) That Clause 2 (b) of the Scale be 
deleted and that alterations and addi- 
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tions be charged as for new work as in 
(a) and (b) above. 

(d) That the fees for partial service 

be charged in accordance with Clause 
2 (c) of the Scale (subject to the reduc- 
tion of the basic fee as in (a) and (b) 
above). 
_ (e) That in cases where the architect 
is to perform all the services laid down 
in Clause 2 (a) of the Scale, with the 
exception of supervision, the fee 
charged under (a) and (b) above is io 
be reduced. by one-fifth. 

(f) That the percentage charge is to 
be based on the total cost of all exe- 
cuted works or orders (exclusive of the 
services included in (h) below, or, if 
the work is not carried out, on the 
estimated cost thereof in accordance 
with (d) above. Where consultants are 


appointed direct by the War Depart-' 


ment the architect’s fee for the work 
upon which the consultant’s services are 
retained shall be reduced by not more 
than one-third, provided always that 
the architect’s fee on the cost of the 
whole scheme shall not be reduced by 
more than one-sixth. In the event of 
such work being excluded from the 
contract the architect shall not be en- 
titled to a percentage fee upon the cost 
of such work, but shall be paid a fee 
to be agreed between him and the War 
Department for the necessary col- 
laboration. 

(g) In the event of the repetition of 
unit blocks for which no further draw- 
ings are required, the fee shall be 14 per 
cent. upon the cost of such repeated 
blocks, increased by 1 per cent. if super- 
vision is involved. 

(h) That for services referred to in 
Clause 2 (h) of the Scale and not in- 
cluded in the percentage fee, the charge 
to be based on the time occupied at 
the following rates:— - 

Principal’s time, £7 7s. a day. 

Senior Assistant’s time (for assist- 
ants receiving £8 8s. a week and 
upwards), £3 13s. 6d. a day. 

Junior Assistant’s time (for assistants 
receiving up to £8 8s. a_ week), 

£2 12s. 6d.a day. 

(i) That on all final accounts for fees 
chargeable under Clauses 2 and 7 of the 
R.LB.A. Scale of Charges up to and not 
exceeding a total of £1,150 there shall 
be a surcharge of 15 per cent. on the 
first £1,000 of the fee. 

(3) That the fees for preparing quanti- 
ties shall be based on the scale agreed 
between the War Office and the Royal 
Institution of Chartered Surveyors. 

(4) That for hutting schemes, archi- 
tects’ fees may be paid up to 6 per cent. 
on the total cost of the service, includ- 
ing the value of the huts if claimed by 
the architect. 

(5) That for layout schemes for mar- 
ried quarters for the Regular or Terri- 
torial Army, in which designs of the 
houses shall be supplied by the War De- 
partment, the fees shall be in accordance 
with a scale to be agreed separately be- 
tween the R.I.B.A. and the War Depait- 
ment. 

(6) Either the War Department or the 
R.1.B.A. may re-open the question of the 
scale of fees*if at any time the altered 
circumstances make this course seem 
necessary. 

(7) In the event of any dispute arising 
between the War Office and the architect 
as to the interpretation of this scale or 
matters arising therefrom, ,such dispute 
shall be referred to an arbitrator ap-

Basildon Plans. 
: Mr. PARKER asked the Minister of 

Town and Country Planning who had 
been appointed to the Basildon Develop- 
ment Corporation, and when the work of 
development would begin. 

Mr. KING said that the Minister had 
not yet set up the Development Corpora- 
tion, but he expected to do so this month. 
Mr. Parker would appreciate that much 
preliminary work on the appointment of 
staff and preparation of plans would be 
necessary on the part of the Corporation 
before they could begin actual develop- 
ment. 

The Rent Bill. 

Mr. A. BEVAN, Minister of Health, 
moving the second reading of the Land- 
lord and Tenant (Rent Control) Bill, said 
it provided for an extension of security of 
tenure to tenants of furnished lettings; 
extension of the umbrella of the Rent 
Restrictions Acts to tenants and to land- 
lords and tenants sharing certain accom- 
modation; gave rent tribunals the right 
to review the rents of houses let for the 
first. time since 1945; and dealt with the 
imposition of premiums. where first let- 
tings had taken place. 

Mr. EcLtiot moved: That this House 
declines to give a second reading to a 
Bill which will discourage and arrest the 
provision by private enterprise of houses 
and flats to let; which breaks existing 
contracts; and which, so far from remedy- 
ing the many injustices of the Rent 
Restrictions Acts, will increase them still 
further. 

He said that the Government had 
brought forward a Bill which was so diffi- 
cult to understand that the Minister him- 
self had been unable to explain some of 
its most important provisions; it was im- 
possible to expect any court of law to 
construe them. So far from remedying 
the many injustices of the Rent Restric- 
tions Acts it increased them. The danger 
of the proposals in the Bill was that they 
would injure the provision of accom- 
modation. Local authorities were meet- 
ing the same difficulties as other letters of 
houses. It was odd that Mr. Bevan had 
decided not to bring in a comprehensive 
rent restriction Bill and deal with certain 
problems commended to his attention by 
the three dissentient members of the Rid- 
ley Committee who thought that the 
committee’s report did not go far enough. 

Mr. BEVAN said that local authorities 
were compelled by statute to build houses 
at the moment at very high costs in order 
to meet the housing shortage. There was 
nothing to stop anybody in this country 
building houses to let—(Opposition cries 
of “Oh”)—but it was not profitable for 
the private landlord to build houses in 
post-war circumstances to rent. . 

Mr. ELuior said that when Mr. Bevan 
said that anybody could build a house 
to rent to-day had he read his own recent 
circulars? How many people had tried to 
build a house to rent and been refused 
permission? 

After further debate the amendment 
was negatived by 286 votes to 118— 
Government majority, 168—and the Bill 
read a second time. 


Building Materials. 
Mr. CHAMBERLAIN asked the Minister 
of Works whether he would now publish, 
either in full or in summarised form, the 
findings of the committee on the price of 
building materials, set up in June, 1947. 
Mr. Key said that the committee had 
given him valuable advice on certain 
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issues he had put to them in connection 
with the price control of one or two 
materials. Their advice had provided a 
helpful basis for further discussion with 
the industries’ concerned, but it was not 
in his view suitable for publication. 

Mr. CHAMBERLAIN: In view of the 
alarming and ever-increasing cost of 
building materials, and also the com- 
ments of the Girdwood report, in chapter 
5, will the Minister reconsider this matter 
particularly as some months ago he said 
he might be publishing some of the in- 
formation? 

Mr. Key: I said that if there was in- 
formation from the committee which I 
thought it was wise to publish I would 
do so, but the committee have given no 
independent report on any subject, having 
merely answered questions which I had 
put to them about individual materials, 
and I do not consider that those answers 
are appropriate for publication. 

VISCOUNT HINCHINGBROOKE: Why is 
the advice of a committee on building 
materials considered unsuitable for pub- 
lication? 

Mr. Key: Some rather secret details 

were given to the committee in connec- 
tion with information which we had 
obtained, and on which we asked their 
advice, and it would be wrong to pub- 
lish material we had acquired in that 
way. 
Mr. C. SmiTH asked the Minister of 
Works if he would now say which build- 
ing materials had been reduced in price, 
and by how much, as a result of the dis- 
cussions on distributors’ margins follow- 
ing the publication of the report of the 
Committee on the Distribution of Building 
Materials; and which building materials 
had increased in price, and by how much, 
since the discussions on distributors’ 
margins began. 

Mr. Key said that, arising from these 
discussions, reduction ranging from two 
per cent. to 25 per cent. -had been made 
in the prices of about 30 items of plumb- 
ing and builders’ hardware. As regarded 
the second part of the question: he had 
found it necessary since last October to 
authorise an increase in the price of six 
classes of building materials which were 
subject to price control, but he was not 
aware of any cases where distributors had 
increased their margins.

These facts were 
announced by Lorp SELBORNE, chairman 
of’ the Cement Makers’ Federation, at 2 
Press conference held in London on 
January 21. 

Lord Selborne went on to give further 
details of the cement manufacturing in- 
dustry’s achievements last year, and said 
that total deliveries for 1948 were also a 
record—3.6 per cent. higher than the 
previous best year, 1939, and 22.5 per 
cent. above 1947. Home deliveries, in- 
cluding 53,377 tons of cement imported 
from Germany by arrangement with the 


‘Ministry of Works, were 6,961,776 tons, 


or 7.2 per cent. above the average of the 
five pre-war years and 13.3 per cent. 
above 1947, though 8 per cent. lower than 
in 1939, a boom year of normal trade 
plus A.R.P. works and home defence 
works. 


High Export Figures. 

“Most noteworthy,” continued Lord 
Selborne, “are the export figures. Ex- 
port deliveries in 1948 at 1,628,200 tons 
were 47.4 per cent. above 1946, the pre- 
vious best year, 88.3 per cent. above 
1947, and 137.6 per cent. above the aver- 
age of the five pre-war years. The value 
of these exports, including freight, was 
approximately £11,500,000, to which 
should be added exports of white and 
coloured cement worth a further £500,000. 

“Exports have been made after satis- 
fying the home requirenients (chiefly for 
housing and public works) of the Ministry 
of Works, with whom the industry has 
co-operated throughout the year. The 
record production figure has _ been 
achieved without any additional produc- 
tion equipment, New works and exten- 
sions which will substantially increase 
output are in hand.” 

It was also announced at the con- 
ferencé that in the study of comparative 
productivity printed in the ‘“ Review” 
(September, 1948) of the International 
Labour Office, Portland cement is the 
only British industrial product which is 
cited as comparing favourably for output 
per worker with production in the United 
States. ; 

Replying to questions, Lord Selborne 
said that the order of priority which was 
being accorded to work in this country 
in which ‘cement is used, was housing, 
power stations, factories (where sanc- 
tioned) and the great hydraulic works in 
the North of Scotland. 

With regard to the quantities of coal 
required for the manufacture of cement 
fat present approximately one-third of a 
ton for every ton of cement), constant re- 
search was being conducted by manufac- 
turers’ chemists and physicists in order 
to reduce the oneien of coal used. 
Much depended on the quality of coal 
used, and this was a factor that had to 
be borne in mind when assessing the 
quantities used:

ERECTION MAN-HOURS AND COST OF TYPE F. 


URTHER to the article ‘‘ Some Notes on Components,” by 
Edric Neel, M.A., A.R.I.B.A. [published in The Builder 
of September 24, 1948], some readers may be interested in the 
cost of erection with details of man-hours, materials and transport. 
In the case under review, after the stockists had contacted the 
dairy farmer and “sold him the idea,” an invitation to tender 
(to include the cost of the components) was sent by the farmer 
to the building contractors concerned. Eventually the tender 
was accepted although it was considerably higher than the farmer 
had been led to expect. 

PROCEDURE.—The stockists had warned the contractors that 
certain problems were causing delays in delivery, and in view of 
this warning the contractors, on receipt of the acceptance of 
tender, immediately placed an order with the stockists for the 
components required. Plans for the proposed building were 
submitted to the rural district authorities in the usual manner. 
Form D1 was attached for submission to the Central Land 
Eoard for assessment of development charge. Approval of the 
scheme was received from the rural district surveyor within 21 
days, and application was made forthwith for a building licence 
which was granted within 28 days. The official certificate stating 
that there would be no development charge came to hand 12 weeks 
ater submission.

These were the components required for a shed 30 ft. in length, 
33 ft. breadth, and 8 ft. to eaves, open on all sides, the gable 
peaks and roof being clad with corrugated asbestos. The dual 
purpose trusses of 18 ft. span were delivered already assembled ; 
by inverting two trusses and adding a tie bar, one truss for a 
33 ft. span was formed. 

SITE CONDITIONS.—The area to be covered had previously 
been paved with concrete to falls; the components when delivered 
were unloaded 20 yds. from a hard road and from that point were 
manhandled through a barn to the site, some 50 yds. away. Water 
from a pump was available. The site was 15 miles from the 
contractors’ headquarters. 

_ ORGANISATION.—A few days after receiving the building 
licence, the contractors had available one chargehand, two car- 
penters and four labourers, none of whom had had previous 
experience of this type of construction. Arising from an informal 
conference held between the employers and these operatives, 
itwas decided to work a five-day week of 46} hrs. (9} hrs. daily), 
the contractors’ lorry was to convey the operatives to and from 
the site daily and travelling time of } hr. per day was to be allowed. 
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The drawings issued by the M.A.F. are thoroughly compre~ 
hensive and full of detail. The detail of post foundation states 
‘cored holes to be left in foundation blocks to accommodate 
posts so that they may be correctly levelled and wedged plumb 
before grouting in” and gives the size of the boxing or shuttering 
required. The contractors decided not to follow the M.A.F. 
suggestion on the grounds that as only six posts were required 
for the proposed shed, to use boxings would break the continuity 
of progress whilst the concrete was setting. Further, it was 
thought that, should the concrete posts vary slightly in length or 
the eaves beams in depth, the wedging up might have to be repe:ited 
several times. (The concrete units are not precision-made so 
that a certain amount of juggling is inevitable.) The method 
adopted therefore was to excavate post holes to the required 
depth; lay 6 in. concrete in the bottoms properly levelled; 
and to erect tubular scaffolding along the two sides and ends, 
so arranged that when the posts were erected, the addition of 
putlogs to the scaffold would hold all posts firmly in the positions 
they were to occupy permanently. As soon as the eaves beams 
had been bolted and levelled, the remainder of the concrete was 
placed in position to the post foundations. 


The scaffold had one lift or platform to the sides and two lifts 
to the ends, and was not dismantled until after all cladding had 


been fixed.

Lord Morrison’s Address 


“TINHE first essential for efficiency and 

speed in building is an adequate 
supply of building materials. While tim- 
ber and steel will continue to be the 
limiting factors, the supply of building 
materials manufactured in this country 
is, generally speaking, now adequate to 
meet the demands.” This statement was 
made by Lorp Morrison (Parliamentary 
Secretary, Minister of Works) when he 
addressed the London Master Builders’ 
Association at the luncheon preceding the 
annual general meeting at the Park-lane 
Hotel on January 49. 

At a later stage in the proceedings, 
Lord Morrison, replying to a point raised 
by a member that licensing officers of 
his Ministry had ruled that work on such 
necessary adjuncts to industrial buildings 
as offices, canteens, fences, roads and 
gates were outside the terms of the “ free” 
£1,000 limit, promised that he would give 
close attention to the matter complained 


of. 

‘ The President, Mr. D. C. Burgess, 
M.I.0.B., was in the chair, and among 
those present were Sir Harold Emmerson 
(Permanent Secretary, M.o.W.), Mr. 
Norman Longley (president - elect, 
National Federation), Mr. H. H. Mont- 
gomerie (Under Secretary, M.o.W.), Mr. 
R. R. O. Barwick (President, Southern 
Counties Federation), and Mr. Nelson 
Lawrance (President, Eastern Counties 
Federation). 

Responding to the toast of “The 
Guests,” LorD Morrison said that dur- 
ing the year a considerable improvement 
had been seen, particularly in England 
and Wales, in the rate of completion of 
houses, and a better balance had been 
reached between the number of houses 
put out to contract and the number com- 
pleted. The improvement in the supply 
of materials and in the better distribution 
of labour was shown in the average 
period taken to build a house. “ You,” 
declared the Parliamentary Secretary, 
“ are in the best position to know how far 
the introduction of incentive schemes has 
contributed to this improvement, but 
whatever the cause it represents an 
achievenient of which the industry may 
well be proud.” 


A Return to Fine Building? 

About 60 per cent. of the building 
effort had gone into the housing pro- 
grtamme, continued Lord Morrison. 
Additional classrooms for schools, offices 
for the Ministry of National Insurance. 
work for Ministry of Supply and other 
Departments in connection with scientific 
research, hostels for foreign workers; 
those were the chief. Many of those pro- 
grammes had been dependent upon pre- 
fabricated buildings, and there had been 
little opportunity for the return to fine 
building. “I am sure the industry, as 
well as the professions, look forward to 
the completion of the standard pro- 
grammes and to the return of fine build- 
ing. I believe the operatives themselves 
will find greater satisfaction in their work 
as opportunities arise for new types of 
building.” 

Lord Morrison continued: “ During 
the year it has also been possible to relax 
the building controls. A year ago we 
were still working to the £10 limit. On 
July 1 last we were able to raise this 
limit to £100 and so far as I know that 
change had no adverse effect on the 


industry or on the public interest. In- 
deed, I believe it helped considerably in: 
reducing black-market activities. Here I 
may say that perhaps the best way to 
cure a black-market is to legalise it. 
“*Later in the year we raised the limit 
to £1,000 for industrial and certain other 
types of building. In making these 
changes we acted in full consultation with 
the industry, and the advice given through 
the National Consultative Council was 
most valuable. We are keeping a close

watch on the operation of the new limit. 
Apart from these changes in financial 
limits, a great deal has been done to ease 
the operation of the controls by simplifi- 
cation of forms and procedure. A control 
will not be maintained for control’s sake, 
but some control of building is necessary 
so long as the demands on the industry 
are in excess of available resources.” 

It was too early to say anything definite 
about the programme for 1949, continued 
Lord Morrison. The building programme 
had to be considered in relation to other 
forms of capital investment and the rest 
of the economic system. Accordingly, 
the building programme must form part 
of the next economic survey. Leaders in 
the industry, he felt sure, would con- 
tinue to devote attention to the develop- 
ment of their efficiency and adjustment to 
meet new conditions, and in that matter 
nothing could be more important than the 
co-operation within the industry between 
employers and employees, 


Need for Joint Consultation. 

“In this connection,” added the 
speaker, “I have been greatly encouraged 
by reading your president’s pamphlet, 
‘Two Sides—or One Team?’ I con- 
gratulate P ye Association upon having 
had for the past year a president, Mr. 
Burgess, who appreciates so clearly the 
spirit and needs of these difficult and 
restless times. _His appeal for real co- 
operation between mg oun ci and em- 
ployees, if followed up by acts as well as 
words, would, I am convinced, have great 
and beneficial results not only to the in- 
dustry but also to the public. I was also 
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very encouraged to note the ready and 
friendly response from the secretary of 
the organised operatives in London. Bu: 
let me add this: with all due respect to 
leaders, their vision and inspiration, wel- 
come as it fs; is not enough. We have to 
work as best we can to enlist the willing 
co-operation of employers, managers, 
foremen, craftsmen and __ labourers. 
Whether the best means to this end is, 
as the Regional secretary of the Opera- 
tives suggests, by the establishment of 
joint committees on works and sites, or 
in some other way, is for the industr; 
itself to decide. 

“Mr. Burgess calls in his pamphlet fcr 
improved welfare conditions. The diffi- 
culties of application should not be used 
as an excuse for doing nothing. I am, 
therefore, glad that the industry has in 
serted into its National Agreement a We!- 
fare Code, and also the new Welfare 
Regulations made by the Ministry of 
Labour. It is, however, the spirit in which 
the provisions of these Agreements are 
administered that matters.” He recalled 
with pleasure that the L.M.B.A. had done 
valuable pioneering work in introducing 
the scheme of Training Within Industry 
in London, and that as a result of the 
scheme’s success, it was now being applied 
to the industry throughout the country. 


New Methods and Incentives. 

In a reference to the introduction of in- 
centives, Lord Morrison said he had been 
told that in the 12 months during which 
the National Agreement of 1947 had 
beén in operation, the initiation of 
schemes by individual contractors, on 
whom the résponsibility primarily rested, 
was steadily increasing, and where 
schemes linking increased earnings with 
increased output had been adopted, those 
desirable ends had been achieved. Two 
of the brakes on the more rapid expansion 
of the principle were the need for guid- 
ance in evolving schemes for particular 
classes of work and the knowledge of 
present-day labour productivity and costs 
which were an essential element in agree- 
ing the basis of bonus schemes. The 
forthcoming manual of bonus schemes, 
promised by Mr. Sleeman, the National 
president, would be watched by the 
Government with interest. “It seems to 
me,” said Lord Morrison, “ that.a success- 
ful bonus scheme must depend largely on 
the keeping of records by a single system 
separate recording for 
different purposes. Some _ contractors 
already have sufficient systems of this 
kind, but the Ministry of Works has 
recently published a booklet giving the 
framework of a relatively simple system 
that could be adapted to the varying 
organisations of individual firms for 
operation on housing or other sites.” 

Lord Morrison concluded by stating 
that, while a winning football team must 
have a good right wing and an equally 
good left wing, the present weakness of 
the industry was that there were too many 
employers playing on the right wing and 
todo many employees playing on the left 
wing, and they did not like passing the 
ball to each other. Was it to be wondered 
that the crowd got restless? The results 
of this unbalanced team were not as bad 
as they might be because behind those 
determined right wingers and enthusiastic 
left wingers was a very good half-back 
line representing the Government. “Just 
in case any of you are thinking that you 
would get a better team and score more 
goals if the half-back line would get off 
the field altogether, I propose to tell you 
that you are wrong and that if. the 
Government half-back line left the field 
the team would break up and turn into a 
dog fight.” 
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THE ANNUAL MEETING 
Mr. Nigel Hannen Elected Presiden 


[NX his presidential address to the annual 

meeting which followed the lun- 
cheon, the retiring President, Mr. 
BuRGESS, said that he had sung one song 
during his year of office—co-operation— 
and he made bold to say that while there 
were still scoffers, there were more to-day 
who supported his views than there were a 
year ago. There were many: on that 
* other side” too, who would like to see 
relations more cordial between employers 
and operatives and the two sides working 
as one team. . 

What of the problems of the day? To 
a large extent they were dominated by 
the Working Party which was now in- 
quiring into builders’ works. “I am very 
hopeful of the result of that inquiry,” 
said Mr. Burgess. “I welcomed the 
Working Party when it was first an- 
nounced and I was almost alone in doing 
so. Others have now come round to 
thinking that it will do good and not 
harm. Some of us pay large sumis to so- 
called efficiency experts to come in and 
teil us how we can increase the efficiency 
of our individual businesses, and 
some who have tried it have found that 
it has paid handsomely to do so. Now 
the Government, which wants the build- 
ing industry, like every other industry, to 
be 100 per cent. efficient, sets up its own 
efficiency committee—its Working Party— 
which can obviously do far more for the 
industry than any number of individual 
efficiency experts working independently, 
and I believe that its Report may be of 
great value to the industry and to the 
country, which is of even greater im- 
portance.” 

As an industry we had already con- 
siderable achievements to our credit, par- 
ticularly in housing. In the 11 months 
to November last year we built over 
200,000 permanent houses when times 
were difficult, labour scarce and some 
materials unobtainable. The Girdwood 
Report, which should be read by every- 
body, debunked much of the undeserved 
criticism of the building industry and 
showed that although costs were certainly 
much higher, much of it was due to the 
fact that our post-war houses were very 
much more elaborate affairs. 

in conclusion Mr. Burgess said: 
“There are other problems which we 
shall have to face and solve this year. 
One of the most urgent, in my opinion, 
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Federation and its regions had a splendid 
opportunity in the coming year to take a 
lead and to show the country what the 
industry could really do. 

The annual report* was then presented, 
On the reference to apprenticeship, Mr. 
D. F. Cox said that -the trade did not 
appreciate how valuable apprentices 
were, nor how wide was the scope of 
their experience during the preliminary 
6-months’ training. The quality of boys 
‘was good, and employers should take 
their courage in both hands and take on 
apprentices from the Apprentice Masters’ 
schemes. MAJOR LESLIE SHINGLETON added 
that the right point at which to influence 
our future craftsmen was at the appren- 
tice stage. Sports and welfare were an 


obvious first step, and here the Building £. 


Apprentices’ Sports Association was help- 
ing, but that work cost money. le 
appealed to every member to add at 
least a guinea to his annual subscrip-

R. Lacey made the point that for 
many years brickwork had been priced 
in © at 134 in., and now it was laid 
down in the S.M.M. that it should be in 
yards at9 in.

Mr. Hannen on Free Enterprise. 

Mr. Hannen’s first act as President was 
to present to Mr. Burgess a replica of 
the presidential badge of office, at the 
same time expressing the Association’s 
thanks for the magnificent work he had 
done. He ho to see, said Mr. 
HANNEN, the theme of co-operation 
between the two sides of the industry, so 
ably expounded by their past-president, 
expanded into a full symphony, with all 
members of the orchestra playing their 
full part. 

He did not expect an easy year, 
although some of the post-war restless- 
mess was wearing off. We were all 
individualists and believed in free enter- 
prise, but if freedom was to be retained 
all must work together. “We are justi- 
fiably proud of our relationship with our 
operatives,” continued Mr. Hannen, “ but 
there is always the danger that ill- 
disposed persons may take advantage of 
any slight rift which may exist. It is up 
to us, by closer contact, to see that the 
rank and file of the operatives are not 
led away by a few eloquent mischief- 
makers but appreciate that we are not the 
ogres that we have been’ made out to be 
but have their interests at heart. We are 
not out to put over a ‘fast one’ on the 
operatives, clients or even Govern- 
ment departments. We exist to serve the 
country, and not for the benefit of the 
industry and those in it, and we believe 
that private enterprise can give the best 
public service.” 


THE RETIRING PRESIDENT 
Mr. Burgess and His Work 


HE B.B.C. Brains Trust, in a recent 

session, discussed the qualities which 
make an ideal chairman. It was per- 
haps a commentary on a democratic age 
which tends to approve the slower pro- 
cess of mass agreement to now 
almost old-fashioned quality of leader- 
ship that induced the members of that 
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particular session of the “Trust” to de- 
Clare that ability to keep the speeches 
within bounds, and to complete the 
; agenda were essential qualities needed in 
a chairman of a committee. 
_ The London Master Builders’ Associa- 
tion has had in the past year as presi- 
dent a man who has satisfied the Brains 
Trust’s desiderata and has also given 
that more rare thing—a lead. During 
his year of office Mr. D. C. Burgess has 
initiated and enlarged upon one princi- 
pal theme, better relationships between 
employers and their operatives—a theme 
which we shall hope to see developed in 
the years to come, for it is perhaps the 
most fruitful field for national pro- 
duction. Mr. Burgess has outlined his 
views in the booklet, “Two Sides—or 
One Team?” to which Lord Morrison 
referred at the annual meeting; it should 
be read by all master builders. “Perhaps 
his biggest contribution has been to carry 
the operatives far along the road with 
him—and here he has been helped by his 
practical interest in devising means of 
tangible incentives. ‘Operation X,”—a 
scheme devised by Mr. Burgess and Mr. 
E. R. Hole, when published in The 
Builder on January 3, 1947, was one of 
the first practical suggestions made on 
the apo and much has come from it. 
Other things which have come from his 
lively mind have been the ideas under- 
lying the Apprentice Master Scheme (sug- 
gested in the early days of the 
W.N.B.E.O.), the training of foremen, 
and the extension of the L.M.B.A. ser- 
vice of information. Once in a while 
eve council or committee needs a 
president who remembers the saying that 
“the impartial chairman is as rare as he 
is useless.” The L.M.B.A. has been: for- 
tunate in its choice, and many - will look 
forward to the day when Mr. Burgess’s 
time comes for even higher office. 


PRESENTATION TO 
MR. R. R. O. BARWICK 


A PRESENTATION to the retiring presi- 
dent, Mr. R. R. O. Barwick, M.B.E., J.P., 
M.1.0.B., was made at the luncheon held 
on the occasion of the annual general 
meeting of the Southern Counties Federa- 
tion of Building Trade Employers at the 
Dorchester Hotel, London, on January 21. 

Mr. W. KeiTH Martin, J.P., C.C., the 
president, was in the chair. 

Proposing the toast of “ The Southern 
Counties Federation,” Mr. F. M. SLEE- 
MAN, president of the National Federation, 
said that he felt it true to say that at last 
they were beginning to see the edge of 
the silver lining in the clouds.

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BUILDING APPRENTICESHIP IN LONDON HOUSING IN FINLAND 
Intake Far Short of Requirements 


As reported in our last issue, the aver- 

age monthly intake of indentured 
apprentices in London during 1948 
dropped to the figure of 84, as compared 
with 186 during 1946 and 128 during 1947. 

Commenting upon the fact that the 
entry of apprentices has again fallen to 
approximately 1,000 per annum, whereas 
it was estimated that London should 
absorb some 5,000 each year, the annual 
report of the London Master Builders’ 
Association gives the following tables, 


ticeship and 16 of the existing schemes 
have been extended to provide continuity 
in the apprentices’ training. 

“The schemes,” comments the report, 
“ have provided a means of absorbing 664 
boys who might otherwise have been lost 
to the industry, but as most of these have 
served on the schemes for a period ex- 
ceeding six months, and in some cases up 
to three years, it is necessary for them 
to be transferred to normal apprentice- 
ship in the near future.” 
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showing by trades and areas the number 
of apprentices indentured since January 
21, 1943. The first table is for the period 
January 21, 1943, to December 31, 1948, 
and the second from January 1, 1948, to 
December 31, 1948. . 

With regard to the B.A.T.C. Registra- 
tion Scheme, the report states that the 
latest figures received from the Building 
Apprenticeship and Training Council 
show that 4,289 apprentices have been 
registered as serving under approved 
apprenticeship agreements since the 
scheme commenced. 694 apprentices still 
serving have not applied for registration, 
and a further 156 apprentices have com- 
pleted their training not having applied 
for registration. 

The B.A.T.C. has so far issued Certifi- 
cates of Completion to 214 apprentices 


in London, for signature and distribution, 


by the Committee. 


Apprentice Master Schemes. 

Twenty-three Apprentice Master schemes 
are at present in operation in the follow- 
ing districts: Barking, Bexley, Brentford 
and Chiswick, Bromley, Camberwell, 
Chislehurst and Sidcup, Croydon, Dagen- 
ham, Dartford, Ealing (two schemes), East 
Ham, Erith, Esher (two schemes), Hack- 
ney, Hornchurch, Hornsey, Ilford, Merton 
and Morden, Wandsworth, Wembley and 
Woolwich.

rTHE post-war situation in Finland is 

_ Such that the number of houses 
required is very large in comparison with 
the size and population of the country. 
Since the armistice a serious problem has 
been the resettling of the displaced popu- 
lation which left Karelia after its cessiop 
to the Soviet Union. The cession of 
Karelia also brought about the loss of 
industries and power stations, which could 
have contributed to the supply of 
building materials and the replacement of 
these has naturally involved the use of 
scarce materials. Furthermore, war re- 
parations to U.S.S.R. called for an exten- 
sion of plant, especially in the engineering 
industry, and, consequently, a diversion 
of the country’s scanty resources to turn- 
ing out_unrequitted exports. The tre- 
mendous scale of devastation in Northern 
Finland, where the retreating Germans 
destroyed up to 90 per cent. of buildings 
and transport facilities, added difficulties 
to the already formidable problem of 
housing. 


The normal annual demand is for over 
6,000 apartments. This demand could be 
met, but there still remains the acute 
problem of finding methods for dealing 
with the war-accumulated deficit of hous- 
ing, which amounts to nearly 64,000 units 
in towns alone. 


The question of the housing deficit in 
rural districts seems even more difficult, 
despite the country’s immense wealth of 
timber. It is estimated at 88,000 dwellings 
lost in Karelia and 4,000 dwellings de- 
stroyed by the retreating Germans in 
Northern Finland. A rural dwelling, com- 
prising stables and other outhouses, uses 
nearly twice the quantity of building 
materials as is needed for a town dwell- 
ing. The erection of such buildings is 
hampered by’ shortage of cement, even 
though rural‘ areas have been allotted 
about half of the 530,000 tons of Fin- 
land’s cement output in recent years. 


In spite of general shortages of 
materials, the estimated output of bricks 
in 1948 will be 150 million, only 10 mil- 
lion fewer than in the peak year of 1937. 
This shows a remarkable recovery from 
the position in 1944, when only 40 million 
bricks were produced. 


The capacity of the Finnish cement 
industry, which was established during 
the first world war, is 530,000 tons per 
annum. This is sufficient to meet normal 
consumer demands, but falls short of pre- 
sent needs, War experience has prompted 
the Finns to retain reinforced concrete 
floors in blocks of flats. Steps are to be 
taken to cut down the allocation of 
cement for building in rural areas, where 
the demand for this material is thought 
to be extravagant. A suitable substitute 
for cement should be available as a result 
of the expansion of the brick and wall- 
board industries. 

Pig-iron is being produced by the 
country’s only blast furnace at the rate 
of 50,000 tons per year. This, together 
with imported materials, provides the 
rolling mills with sufficient tonnage to 
turn out 90,000 tons of rolled products 
per year. Considering that Finland’s 
peace-time steel. requirements vary be- 
tween 300,000 and 350,000 tons per 
annum, considerable imports are essential. 
Particular requirements are flitch plates, 
sheet-iron, wrought-iron pipes, cold rolled 
hoop-iron, steel wire, steel wire-netting 
and bar-iron, for which there are no local 
production facilities. The situation may 
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be eased as the result of the opening of 
a new pipe-welding factory this year. 
Sheet-glass production, which is nor- 
maliy suffieient to meet. the country’s 
demands, is suffering from shortage of 
various imported raw materials. There 
is no shortage -of timber, but sawmill 
capacity is restricted owing to the export 
drive. However, the Finns hope to put 
a number of small mills into service to 
meet local requirements for sawn timber. 


The position has improved inthe manu- 
facture of electric fittings, which were 
reviously imported from Germany.

The inadequate production of the prin- 
cipal building materials means that a 
severe rationing of steel, nails, bricks, 
cement, pipes, sheet-glass, bitumen, roof- 
ing, building timber, hardware and paints 
continues to be maintained. A picture of 
.the present situation is shown in the fol- 
lowing figures, which give the 1947 con- 
sumption of chief building materials as 
a percentage of peace-time consumption : 
Steel, 38; nails, 99; bricks, 95; cement, 95; 
pipes, 26. The corresponding figures for 
1944 are: Steel, 16; nails, 29; bricks, 30; 
cement, 37; pipes, 10 (1945). 

The competing demands of various in- 
dustrial construction projects mean that 
housing is still given one of the lowest 

riorities in the allocation of steel rein- 
orcing bars. In 1947 56 per cent. of all 
steel bars were allotted to manufacturing 
industries, 15 per cent. to power station 
construction, and only 7 per cent. to 
housing. Road constructions account for 
a relatively modest share of building 
materials. Returns for the period 1940-47 
show that the total consumption of steel 
reinforcing bars in building operations 
amounted to about 100,000 tons. The 
normal annual consumption was 60,000 
tons in peace time. Defence works during 
the war took up some 200,000 tons of 
steel. 

In the last few years timber has been 
relied upon more than ever for the con- 
struction of dwelling-houses. It is in- 
teresting to note that while 96.1 per cent. 
of all dwellings completed in Helsinki in 
1938 were of brick, the corresponding 
figure in 1947 was 60 per cent. Helsinki 
once accounted for some 50 per cent. of 
the volume of dwellings built in urban 
districts, but the 1947 figures show that 
its share is only slightly more than a 
quarter; and it is likely that the city 
absorbed only 14 per cent. of all house 
apartment construction in 1948. It may 
be noted here that despite a great shortage 
of tubes and piping of all sorts, the 
general standard of fitting out bathrooms, 
central heating, etc., has not fallen greatly 
below the pre-war standard. 


Branches of the wood-working industry 
have expanded in view of the demand for 
building timber at home and the require- 
ments of the export trade. .The capacity 
of the wood fibre-board industry has 
risen by more than 150 per cent. since 
1938. The branch which is building pre- 
fabricated houses is now maintaining an 
output of about 100,000 standards of 
finished houses a year, equalling about 
10,764,000 square feet of living space. A 
proportion of these, however, is being 
exported. 

There can be little doubt that Finland’s 
chief hope for solving her housing prob- 
lems lies in the continued expansion of 
her timber industry, coupled with the re- 
striction of other industrial development. 
This last objective may be assisted by a 
marked contraction of the Finnish capital 
market.

“ The Employers’ case can thus fairly 
be summarised by the main point that 
the apprenticeship scheme is, by virtue 
of the rates, proving too expensive for 
success and that employers are discour- 
aged from accepting lads for training. 

“ The position to date, then, is that the 
whole matter is still under consideration 
by the Council and no agreement has 
yet been reached. — I cannot prophesy 
what the Council will do, but I can un- 
equivocally say that the Operatives’ side 
have always strenuously resisted all 
attempts to reduce apprentices’ wages. 

“The impression is given in hostile 
quarters that the Operatives’ side of the 
Council have come, or may come, to some 
kind of agreement on the Employers’ 
proposal. The record here made of the 
negotiations should sufficiently dispose of 
that idea.”

Thermal Insulating Materials.

In addition it has published a reprint of 
a list of representative constructions which 
reach the new standards for the thermal 
insulation of houses. To make it of 
practical value, the list is confined to tra- 
ditional house construction as at present 
designed by local architects and built by 
local builders throughout the country. 
These publications may be obtained from 
the Association at National House, 14, 
Moorgate, E.C.2. 

A Mineral Wool Insulating Material. 

After more than 12 months’ research 
a Derbyshire limestone quarry company 
has developed a new type of mineral 
wool which, it is claimed, has distinct 
thermal insulating properties. 

Natural limestone, blended with other 
materials, is so treated that the rock 
which, it has been calculated, has a 
normal crushing strength of more than 
25,000 Ib. per sq. in., is blown out into 
a fine floss as light as thistledown. 

Mr. Harold Fletcher, of Derbyshire 
Stone, Ltd., believes the rock wool will 
mean a cheaper form of insulation, and 
is an important 
saving fuel. The method of use 
suggested is that of laying it in a suitable 
form and thickness in the false roofs of 
houses and other buildings, or by using 
it in the cavity walls. . 

The project, we understand, has yet 
to be fully developed but it is expected 
that full production will be started with- 
in the next three months or so.

The Government have reached deci- 
sions on two War Department proposals 
to use land for the training of troops. At 
Fylingdales Moor, Yorkshire, the area to 
Be used is reduced by a 950-acre coastal 
stretch to 28,190 acres and a 5,700-acre 
extension to the Redesdale artillery range 
is approved subject to boundary readjust- 
ment and provisions in the interest of 
ramblers and climbers. 


Industries in Northern Ireland. 

Since the end of the war, 146 new 
industrial undertakings, or expansions of 
existing undertakings, have been brought 
into production in Northern Ireland, and 
these were employing 13,869 workers at 
November 30, 1948, said Major Perceval- 
Maxwell, Parliamentary Secretary to the 
Ministry of Commerce, in the Northern 
Ireland House of Commons recently. 
Five of these undertakings, employing 
836 workers, have closed down. Another 
undertaking,-included in the figure of 146, 
has transferred its operations to another 
locality in Northern Ireland.

ALTERATIONS TO BUILDINGS.. By Ronald 

G. Snell. (Pitman.) 8s. 6d. 

This book will appeal especially to 
those who have a knowledge of build- 
ing. It is not intended for the beginner 
and the writer assumes that the reader 
has an understandi of the- essentials 
required for normal building operations. 
Information is given in a very concise 
form and might be considéred by some 
critics as being rather too condensed. 
However, a considerable amount of use- 
ful information is offered. as regards 
building operations involved in the 
alteration of existing structures, as dis- 
tinct from new building. This will be 
particularly welcome to the smaller 
builder who is competent in the erection 
of new buildings yet has not had much 
experience in the work of alterations. It 
will also appeal to students who are well 
advanced in their studies. 

The book commences with general in- 
structions, including many useful hints 
as to equipment, order of working, 
responsibility of the man in charge, 
safety of operatives, vigilance and 
quality in work, and many other matters 
of general importance. Advice is to be 
ound concerning equipment and scaf- 
folding practice, methods of shoring 
parts of an existing building while parts 
of the walls are removed to form open- 
ings for a number of different reasons, 
and many other jobs coming within the 
scope of alterations. Underpinning is 
dealt with*at some length and sound 
advice is given concerning good finish- 
ing after the alteration is completed. 


PAINTING AND DECORATING CRAFT PRAC- 
TicE. By James Lawrence. (E. and F. 
N. Spon, Ltd.) Price 9s. 

Among the many books on this subject, 
this one is particularly praiseworthy in 
that the author starts with a remarkably 
clear and desirable dissertation on the 
general principles of paintwork, the 
reasons for its use and the extreme im- 
portance of good work and the use of 
good and appropriate materials. Zs

DRAINAGE AND SANITATION. By E. H. 
Blake, C.B.E., 9th Edition, revised by

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PAINT ECONOMY 
M.O.W. Memorandum 


THE Ministry of Works has issued the 
following memorandum on paint 
economy and its use in building construc- 
tion and maintenance. 

The Interim Ecenomy Memorandum 
issued in September, 1946, has been re- 
viewed in the light of present day condi- 
tions. Whilst raw material shortages are 
not so acute as in 1946, linseed oil sup- 
plies involve heavy expenditure of hard 
currency and this makes it necessary to 
continue to economise, wherever possible, 
in its use. 

The Schedule in the previous Economy 
Memorandum has been withdrawn and 
the following recommendations issued in 
its place :— 

(1) Paints containing linseed oil should 
not be used in maintenance work for re- 
painting surfaces which, by cleaning or 
other reasonable treatment, can be 
restored to a condition appropriate to the 
Pp for = the room or building 
is about to be used. 

(2) Paints, or other treatments, contain- 
ing linseed oil should not be used on ex- 
terior ee at previously unpainted, of 
stone, brick, clay-block, concrete cement 
rendering or stucco. 

(3) Paints, or other treatments, contain- 
ing linseed oil should not be used when re- 
painting surfaces previously treated with 
cement paints, silicate paints, bituminous 
paints or wood preservatives. 

(4) Bituminous or tar paints should be 
used wherever practicable on exterior iron 
and steel such us gates, railings, out- 
buildings, etc. 

(5) Wood preservatives, in place of 
paint, should be used wherever practicable 
on exterior woodwork such as weather- 
boards, bargeboards, gutterboards, out- 
buildings, etc. 

(6) Encouragement should be given to 
the use of stain and varnish, in place of 
paint, wherever practicable on interior 
woodwork such as doors, cupboards, 
architraves, picture rails, skirtings and 
staircases. 

(7) Cement paints, -or silicate paints, 
should be used where suitable, according 
to the type and purpose of the building, 
on interior surfaces of brick, concrete, 
cement rendering, asbestos-cement, lime 
plaster and insulating board.
